notwithſtanding, by chis profeſſion in that juncture of 
time, they bid farewel to all the pleaſures of this life, 
renounced all the views of ambition, engaged in an 
uninterrupted courſe of ſeverities, and expoſed them.

bf all kinds, and to death it ſelf. ee 

III. Of this fort we may reckon thoſe three early 
Tonverts to Chriſtianity, who each of them was a 
member of a Senate famous for its wiſdom and lear- 
ning. YFoſeph the Arimathean was of the Jewiſh San 
bedrim, Dionyſus of the Athenian Areopagus, and Fla. 
vius Clemens of the Roman Senate; may at the time of 


his death Conſul of Rome. Theſe three were ſo tho. 


roughly farisfied of the truth of the Chriſtian religion, 


that the firſt of them, according to all the reports of 


antiquity, died a martyr for it; as did the ſecond, 
unleis we disbelicve Ariſtides, his feHow-citizenand con- 
temporary; and the third, as we are informed both 
by Roman and Chriſtian Authors. 
IV. Among thaſe innumerable multitudes, who in 
moſt of the known nations of the world came over wo 
Chtiſtianity at its firſt appearance, we may be ſure 


there were great numbers of wiſe and te men, 
beſides thoſe whoſe names are in tlie Chriſtian re 
_ cords, who, without doubt took care to examine the 
truth of our Saviour's hiſtory, before they would leave 


the religion of theit country and of their forefathers, 
for the ſake of one that would not only cut _ off 
f cm 
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fom the allurements of this world, bur:tubje&ithem 
to cycry thing terrible or diſagrecable in it. Tengul- 
lian tells the Roman Governors, chat their corpora- 
tions, councils, armies, tribes, companies, the palace, 
ſenate, and courts of judicature were filled with Chri- 
ſtians; as Arnobius aſſerts, that men of the fineſt parts 
and —_— Orators, Grammarians, Rhetoricians, 
Lawyers, Phyſicians, Philoſophers, deſpiſing the ſen- 
timents they had been once fond of, took up their reſt 
in the Chriſtian religion 
V. Who can imagine that men of this character did 
not thoroughly inform themſelyes of the hiſtory of 
that perſon, whoſe doctrines they embraced ? for 
however conſonant to feaſon his precepts appeared, 
how good ſoever were the effects which they produced 
in the world, nothing could have tempted men to ac- 
knowledge him as their God and Saviour, but their 
being firmly perſuaded of the miracles he wrought, 
and the many atteſtations of his divine miſſion, which 
were to be met with in the hiſtory of his life. This 
was the ground-work of the Chriſtian religion, and, 
if this fled, the whole ſuperſtructure ſunk with it. 
This point therefore, of the truth of out Sayiour's hi- 
ſtory, as recorded by the Evangeliſts, is every where 
taken for granted in the writings of thofe, who from 
pagan Philoſophers became Chriſtian Authors, and 
who, by reaſon of their converſion, are to be looked up · 
814 of rhe ſtrongeſt collateral teſtimony for the truth 
of what is delivered concerning our Saviour. |

which year the wm Origen. was appointed Regent of 
the Carechetick ſchool in Alexandria, and a he was

Ir is evident to thoſe, who read; the lives and 
writings of Polycarp, Irenaus, and Origen, that theſe 
three Fathers believed the accounts which are given 
of our Saviour in the four Evangeliſts, and had un- 
doubted arguments that not only St. John, bur t 
others of our Saviour's diſciples, publiſhed the ſame 
accounts of him. To which we muſt ſubjoin'this fur- 
ther remark, that what was believed by theſe Fathers 
on this ſubject, was likewiſe the belief of the main 
body of Chriſtians in thoſe ſucceſſive ages nen they 
fouriſhed; ſince Polycarp cannot but be looked upon, 
if we conſider the reſpect that was paid him, as the 
repreſentative. of the Eaſtern Churches in this particu- 
lar, Ireneus of the Weſtern upon the ſame account, 
and Origen, of thoſe eſtabliſhed in Egypt. A 
X. To theſe I might add Paul the famous hermite; 
who retired from the Decian perſecution. five os fix - 
years before Orizen's death, and lived till the year

But to give this conſideration more force, we 
muſt take notice, that the tradition of the firſt age, 
of Chriſtianity had ſeveral circumſtances peculiar to it, 
which made it more authentick than any other trad; 
tion in any other age of the world. The Chriſtians, 
Who carried their religion through ſo many genera} 
and particular perſecutions, were inceflantly comfort 
ing and ſupporting one another, with the example 
and hiſtory of our Saviour and his Apoſtles. It we 
ttz ſubject not only of their ſolemn aſſemblies, bu 
of their private viſits and converſations. Our virgin, 
ſays Tatian, who lived in the ſecond century, diſcourſe 
over their diſflaffs on divine ſubjetts. Indeed, when religion 
was woven into the civil government, and flouriſhed 
under the protection of the Emperors, mens though 
and diſcourſes were, as they are now, full of ſeculu 
- affairs; but in the three firſt centuries of Chriſtianuy, 
men, who embraced this religion, had given up 
their intereſts in this world, and lived in a perpetui 
preparation for the next, as not knowing how foot 
they might be called to it: ſo that they had little ll 
to talk of but the life and doctrines of that divine 
perſon, which was their hope, their encouragement, 
and their glory. We cannot therefore imagine, tha 
chere was a ſingle perſon arrived at any degree of ag 
or conſideration, who had not heard and repeated: 
dove a thouſand times in his life, all the particula 
of our Saviour's birth, life, death, reſurrection, ani

446 
feveral examinations. Perſons of tiper years, W 
focked daily into the Chureh during the three firſt 
centurics, were obliged to paſs through many repear- 
ed inſtructions, and give a ſtrict account of their pro- 
ciency, before they were admitted to Baptiſm. And 
4 for thoſe who were born of Chriſtian parents, and 
had been baptiſed in their infancy, they were with: 
the like care prepared and diſciplined for-confirmari- 
on, which they could. not arrive at, till they were 
ſound: upon examination to have made a ſufficient pro- 
greſs in the knowledge. of Chriſtianity. y. 
XIII. We muſt further obſerve, that there was not 
only in thoſe times this religious converſation among 
private Chriſtians, but a conſtant correſpondence be- 
ween the Churches that were eſtabliſhed by the Apoſtles 
or their ſucceffors, in the ſeveral parts of the world.. 
If any new doctrine was ſtarted, or any fact reported 
of our Saviour, a ſtri& enquiry was made among the 
Churches, eſpecially thoſe planted by the Apoſtlesthem- 
ſelves, whether they had received any ſuch doctrine or 
account of our Saviour, from the mouths of theApoſtles, 
or the tradition. of thoſe Chriſtians, who had preceded 
the preſent members of the Churches which were thus 
conſulred.. By rhis means, when any novelty was 
publiſhed, it was immediately detected and cenſured. 
XIV. St. John, who lived ſo many years after our 
Kviour, was appealed to in theſe emergencies. as the 
wing Oracle of the Church; and as his oral teſti- 
mony laſted the firſt century, many have obſerved 
that by a particular providence of God, ſeveral of 
our Sayiour's Diſciples, and of the early converts of

error and oblivion, did not only ſer aſide certain per- 
ſons for that purpoſe, as has been already ſhown, but 
ppropriated certain days to the commemoration of 
oſe facts which they had related concerning him. 
The firſt day of the weck was in all its returns a per- 
memorial of his reſurrection, as the devotional 
ererciſes adapted to Friday and Saturday, were to de- 
note to all ages that he was cruciſied on the one of 
thoſe days, and that he reſted. in the grave on the o- 
ther.
